CITED AS TEST CASE 





City of Upland Will Defend 
Local Business Ordi- 
nance in Trial 


Is a world war veteran en- 
titleq to carry on business with- 
out a business license? 

That is the question H. F. 
Webster, dairyman, is going te 
have answered by the high courts, 
he said today, with the city of 
Upland being required to take 
the defense in saying ‘‘No” to 
the question. 

Mr. Webster, defeated in trials 
before Judge George R. Crane of 
the local justice court and Judge 
Leonard of the superior court, is 
going to start over again in the 
court procedure, confident that 
when the case is over he will 
have obtained a free veteran’s 
license to operate in Upland and 
that he will have won a case im 
the interest of all veterans im 
cities the size of Upland. 

In Upland today, following his 
appearance at the city councit 
meeting last night, Mr. Webster 
said he was going to apply to 
the superior court for a writ of 
mandamus. The court will then 
issue the mandamus to the city, 
the council being called upon to 
either issue a license or to show 
cause why it should not. 

Under the leaedership of Ed- 
ward E. Gray, city attorney, the 
city is expected to defend its 
case through the courts. 

Mr. Webster said today he will 
make an issue, not of just his 
own case, but of the case of vet- 
erans in general. It is his con-
